Now that the prisoner* of war are 
home and the last American soldier* ' 


have left South Vietnam, the stories of 
torture and deprivation to which our 
boys were subjected are beginning to 
come out. 
Most 
Americans 
have 
long 
sus­ 
pected and feared exactly what we are 
learning 
currently—that 
the 
North 
Vietnamese were savage, cruel and 
clever in their treatment of prisoners 
and that the sympathy extended the 
Communists by some peace groups in 
this country was misguided. 
Granted that tales of atrocities are 
an inevitable sequel to any wir, the re­ 
ports from our last returning POW* 
are sickening nevertheless. 
It is no 
wonder that some of them signed anti­ 
war statements or confessed to war 
crimes. 
They were tortured mentally and 
physically. 
They were beaten, tied, 
shackled, starved and kept in dark­ 
ness and solitary confinement for long 
periods. It would be too much to ex­ 
pect any human being not to bend 
or break under such treatment. 
In view of the harsh treatment, it is 
interesting to note the relative calm 
with which the returning prisoners 
look back on their confinement. Some 
even joked as they recalled incidents 
in the prison camps. 
Yet it is no laughing matter and the 


nation knows that. War itself is ter­ 


rible enough without the added hor­ 


ror* of torture. 
At this point there is nothing we can 
do about the cruelties the prisoners 
were forced to endure except to give 
them the best possible treatment to 
help restore their health and to help 
them forget. 
But one thing is certain. 
North Vietnam is counting upon bil­ 
lions of dollars of aid from the United 
States to help rehabilitate its war- 
torn 
countryside. 
Undoubtedly, this 
was part of the peace pact that Dr. 
Henry 
Kissinger 
helped 
negotiate. 
And this country always has honored 
its agreements. 
At the same time the savagery of 
the Communist captors is bound to 
influence the thinking of many of the 
senators and representatives in Con­ 
gress. 
In fact, even without the stories of 
torture, the proposed vast aid to the 
enemy has been a source of con­ 
troversy. It will be even more so now. 
We are not proposing that this nation 
renege on its reported commitments. 
But we are suggesting that the Pres­ 
ident and the Congress take a long 
hard look at the entire situation and 
not hurry into any tremendously cost­ 
ly program of aid that later would be 
regretted.

With the presentation of the Depart­ 
ment of Transportation’s plan for the 
“hard core rail service” Congress re 
quested for the Northeast, the solution 
of the rail service in the most populous 
part of the country remains bogged 
down. DOT urged a private, reduced 
system, 
which 
won 
no 
supporters 
from experts, union men or legislators. 
Critics were quick to denounce the 
plan as n aive b ec a u se it would depend 
on p riv a te m oney to salvage the Penn 
Central and other bankrupt roads in 
the 
a re a . 
U nion leaders, concerned 
about the 200,000 jobs in the area, were 
not w illing to sacrifice any rights to 
save som e of them. 
Secretary of Transportation Claude 
S. Brinegar proposed the creation of 
a federally chartered private corpor­ 
ation. with broad powers, to establish 
a new and sharply reduced system of 
rail service for the region, and to 
sternly 
reduce 
regulatory 
authority 
over rail systems and services. It re- 


jected the idea of federal grants or 
any form of nationalization, which are 
included in other plans before Con­ 
gress. 
Instead of solving the problem, the 
DOT plan adds to the dilemma. Cer­ 
tainly. there is no way for saving the 
service for the Northeast within the 
time given the striking unions to ad­ 
just their differences. Congress would 
have to work day and night to create 
a plan of its own to do so, and that 
is hardly to be expected. 
Unless one of the profitable roads 
nearby, for instance, the Chesapeake 
& Ohio Baltimore A Ohio or the Nor­ 
folk к Western were to be given the 
chance to reorganize and restructure 
the railroads involved, there is little 
chance of anything positive coming 
out of this discussion. As things stand 
now-, survival of rail service for the 
Northeast, except for suburban lines 
and the new fast passenger trains, is 
dubious at best.

(A P) — John Gibbons' wife 
was nearly ready to give birth 
to their first child when m ili­ 
tant 
Indians 
stormed 
into 
Wounded Knee and took over 
the small village more than a 
month ago. 
The young couple are among 
the scores of persons forced to Ridge, 
leave the village, and they re 
anxious to get home. 
Many of the refugees 
are 
children and for some of them 
there has been no school since 
the occupation began. The par­ 
ents, who left behind homes, 
personal belongings and live­ 
stock, wonder anxiously what 
will be there when they return. 
Gibbons, 22, and his young 
wife Elizabeth were living with 
Gibbons 
grandmother, 
Rose 
Good Medicine, when American 
Indian Movement members and 
supporters took the village the 
night of Feb. 27. 
The couple stayed in the vil­ 
lage for more than two weeks, 
but Elizabeth was in labor and 
nearing delivery time. 
Gibbons said ‘The AIM medi­ 
cine man, Leonard Crow Dog. 
offered to deliver the baby, but 
my wife wanted to have the 
baby at a hospital.”
